Washington, Dec. 9 (/P) — In a 
bulk y message, President Hoov­ 
er today placed before Congress 
a series of recommendations for 
partially reorganizing the feder­ 
al government by reshaping 58 
ex ecutive branches in a new 
pattern and reducing the num­ 
ber of independent agencies by 
15. 
The maze of proposals called 
for no additional offices, but re­ 
grouped the duties of four as­ 
sistant secretaries in the “little 
cabinet.” The new titles would 
be assistant secretaries of the 
interior for public work s; of the 
interior for education, health 
and recreation; of agriculture 
for land utilization; and of com­ 
merce for merchant marine. 
Under them would be consol­ 
idated 
various 
bureaus 
and, 
agencies now spread through­ 
out the government, although 
often conducting similar work . 
Simultaneously with the out­ 
lining of this interwoven plan, 
the President submitted 11 ex ec­ 
utive orders for carry ing it into 
effect. If no congressional ob­ 
jection is raised within 60 day s 
the reorganization will go for­ 
ward as proposed. 
Senators and representatives 
of both parties were chary at 
immediate 
formal 
comment 
pending study of the message. 
There 
was early speculation, 
however, that some block might 
be placed in the path of the 
President’s plan by Democratic 
leaders, patricularly in view of 
the recent announcement by 
President-elect Roosevelt that 
he intended calling in ex perts 
for a pre-inauguration study de­ 
signed to produce a reorganiza­ 
tion plan of his own. 
In addition to the consolidat- 
tion under the four new titles, 
the President contemplated oth­ 
er groupings, such as the con­ 
solidations into the coast guard 
of the board patrol of the labor 
department’s immigration serv­ 
ice, and the border patrol of the 
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Farm marchers advanced on Washington with petitions to 
Congress for agricultural aid just as the hunger marchers, 
their petitions already presented, moved out of the capital.

do with, the problem is accentu ­ 
ated many fold. 
The art of u sing leisu re well, 
howev er, is not confined to the 
u nemploy ed. No sensible person 
wants to allow any part of his 
life to be u seless or wasted. He 
wants to employ his leisu re time 
as profitable as any other part 
of his time, allowing , of cou rse, 
for the fact th at leisu re wou ld 
not be leisu re if it were filled 
with hard and difficu lt task s. 
A farmer, who was a v ery bu sy 


wo rker himself, o nce asked me 
ho w it was that so many peo ple 
co uld g ather to g ether to listen 
to J esus wherev er he happened 
to be speaking . He seemed to 
think that the peo ple o f ancient 
Palestine had rather an easy 
time. 
Howev er, when we recall that 
a little cou ntry lik e Galilee had 
probably a popu lation of two 
million people in the day s of 
Christ, we can u nderstand that

Ou r leisu re tiine ou g ht to hav e 
two v alu es for u s. It ou g ht to 
g iv e u s rest and refreshment, 
sending u s to ou r real work with 
new v ig or, and it ou g ht to pro­ 
v ide u s with the help and v ision 
that come from reflection.

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In addition to this week ly rest 
day it is interesting to discov er 
how mu ch of the holiday and 
festiv al spirit there was in the 
life of the Jewish people.

MANY WESTERN STATES 
IN GRIP OF COLD WAVE 


Thursday night’s low temper­ 
ature was recorded at 19 above, 
Elwood* Kirk wood of Mauzy , gov­ 
ernm ent meteorologist, 
stated 
Friday . 
This was four degrees over the 
low of 15 for the night before 
and five over the low for the 
winter of 14 above, recorded dur­ 
ing the cold wave of several 
week s ago. 
Friday ’s slowly rising temper­ 
ature indicated the cold grip 
that has held the county for the 
past two day s, would again hang 
on for at least another twenty - 
four hour period through Satur­ 
day .

New York , Dec. 8 itP)—The 
railroads, tooting for a clear 
track to prosperity , delivered a 
bulk y document to Calvin Cool- 
idge and associates Thursday . 
It contained the story of the 
railroads’ 
plight, 
a 
plea 
for 
“equality of opportunity ” and a 
seven-point program intended to 
rescue the nation’s gigantic net­ 
work of steel and rolling stock 
from a situation called grave. 
Alfred P. Thom, general coun­ 
sel for the association of railway 
ex ecutives, spok e for the railroads 
of the country in presenting the 
statem ent to the national trans­ 
portation committee, headed by 
Coolidge. 
Summarized, the recommenda­ 
tions were: 
“1. Amend the reconstruction 
finance corporation act so as to 
permit loans to railroads upon 
certificate of the interstate com­ 
merce commission that a pro­ 
posed loan is, in its judgment, 
adequately secured or that the 
past record of earnings of that 
carrier and its prospect for fu­ 
ture earnings furnish reasonable 
assurance of the applicant’s abil­ 
ity to repay . 
“2. Repeal the recapture pro­ 
visions of section 15A of the in­ 
terstate commerce act, which 
requires a railroad to give the 
government one-half of its earn­ 
ings above 6 per cent. 
“3. Federal and state regula­ 
tion of commercial vehicles op­ 
erating over the public high­ 
way s. 
“4. Federal government should 
retire from barge operation on 
the inland waterway s in compe- 
tion with the railroads and the 
railroads should be permitted to 
operate on the water, including 
service through the Panama Ca­ 
nal. 
“5. Railroads should be re­ 
lieved from oppressive tax ation, 
and 
government 
subsidies to 
various other agencies of trans­ 
portation in competition with 
the rail carriers should be dis­ 
continued. 
“6. Enactment of federal leg­ 
islation as to railway consolida­ 
tions or unifications, to encour­ 
age voluntary consolidation un­ 
der proper supervision. 
“7. Relax ation of ex isting reg­ 
ulations of the railroads in order 
to enable them more nearly to 
meet the competition of other 
agencies of transportation, and 
application of similar regula­ 
tions so far as applicable to these 
new forms of transportation so 
as to bring about equality of 
opportunity .” 
The seven points did not cover 
the question of wages, now a 
moot one, but elsewhere in the 
statement, Thom said. 
“The railroads wish to empha­ 
size the gravity of the problem 
confronting them and their in­ 
vestors and the public, in what 
they believe is the serious m al­ 
adjustm ent of railroad wages. 
They regard the present level of 
railroad wages as unjustified and 
profoundly injurious to the pub­ 
lic interest.”

AFTER PROHIBITION REPEAL — WHAT? 
Now tha t the G arn er prohibition repeal m ea­ 
su re has failed, it m ight be a good thin g for the 
n ation as a whole to do a little high-powered 
thin kin g abou t the ex act sort of repeal bill tha t 
it plan s to con sider n ex t an d the ex act sort of 
policy it wan ts to follow when prohibition is at 
last discarded. 
T hat su ch a discard is to be made, ev en tu ally , 
hardly seems open to qu estion . A formerly dry 
Hou se of Represen tativ es came within six v otes 
of v otin g to throw the 18 th am en dm en t ou t of 
the win dow; the n ex t Con gress will be far w etter 
than the presen t on e. It wou ld take a rash 
prophet in deed to predict defeat for repeal n ex t 
sprin g. 
Bu t there is n ot, so far, mu ch agreem en t on 
the form which repeal is to take, or on the cou rse 
which is to be followed on ce repeal is assu red. 
It may hav e been ex cellen t politics for Mr. 
G arn er to force his repeal bill to a v ote w ithou t 
debate, bu t in the lon g ru n su ch a cou rse can n ot 
be good statesm an ship. 
The prohibition issu e will n ot die when a re­ 
peal bill is passed. It will be with u s for a lon g, 
lon g time, n o m atter w hat we do; an d if we re­ 
ally hav e the ability at self-gov ern m en t tha t we 
like to thin k we hav e we shall try , before an other 
repealer comes u p for a v ote, to fin d an swers to 
a lot of qu estion s tha t hav e, so far, gon e u n ­ 
an swered. 
Do we, for in stan ce, m ean it when we say tha t 
the “old-fashion ed saloon ” is n ev er goin g to re­ 
tu rn ? Are we simply goin g to repeal the am en d­ 
m en t an d let the sev eral states join in a dizzy 
hu n t for 48 differen t kin ds of su bstitu tes? Do 
we w an t to try a v arian t on on e or an other of 
the Can adian prov in cial sy stems? Are we goin g 
to perm it the im portation of win es, beers an d 
liqu ors from abroad? Are we goin g to retain in 
ou r Con stitu tion protection for states tha t wish 
to rem ain dry ? 
So far there has been n othin g like u n an im ity 
on an y of these qu estion s; bu t they are qu estion s 
tha t will dem an d immediate an swers the mo­ 
m en t a repeal bill is passed. Before we v ote on 
the m atter again we ou ght to hav e a fairly defi­ 
n ite idea w hat those an swers are to be.

Before he was 30 he was 
a can didate for speaker of the hou se in Illin ois 
an d was defeated. Two y ears later he was de­ 
feated the secon d time for the same office. At 
34 he was a can didate for con gress an d was de­ 
feated. At 35 he was defeated for presiden tial 
elector. At 40 he failed to become commission er 
of the gen eral lan d office. At 43 he was again 
defeated as a can didate for presiden tial elector. 
At 46 he ran for the Un ited States Sen ate an d 
was defeated. At 47 he was a can didate for the 
n om in ation for the v ice-presiden cy an d was de­ 
feated. At 49 he was defeated a secon d tim e as 
a can didate for the sen ate. 
Then he rose in to his own an d became on e of 
the most ou tstan din g presiden ts tha t his cou n try 
has ev er had, serv in g in on e of the most, if n ot 
the most, difficu lt periods in all ou r history . 
Lin coln m ight well hav e giv en u p in despair 
Man y men hav e for far less reason . Bu t he was 
n ot to be deterred in his am bition s, his cou rage 
an d persev eren ce. His is a lesson tha t m ight well 
be adopted as a creed for an y m an .

W ith his flare of white hair, 
the soft bow at his throat an d 
ribbon ed glasses, he looks his 
part. Were y ou to see him on 
the street, n ot kn owin g him, y ou 
m ight su spect at on ce: here is a 
m an who writes poetry . 
Yet the rom an tic Yeats is n ot 
the ••in spired” poet of tradition . 
T hat is, he does n ot wait for a 
certain mood to strike him, then 
sit down an d spill his sou l on pa­ 
per. 
Yeats fashions an idea into 
words as painstakingly 
as a 
sculptor chisels his stone. Us­ 
ually he labors from 11 in the 
morning to 3 or 4 in the after­ 
noon. And what do y ou suppose 
he considers a good day ’s out­ 
put? 
Six lines! 
After all of his careful effort, 
he professes not to remember 
any of his poetry . 
Called upon to read from his 
works, he does it well, but in his 
absent-minded 
way sometimes 
repeats a v erse without being 
aware of it. His absent-minded­ 
ness amuses those close to him. 
lie appears alway s to be in deep 
meditation, and when asked a 
question his mental process of 
collecting and re-directing his 
wits is ev ident. 
Yeats seldom answers a ques­ 
tion directly , y es or no. Usually 
he sketches a background for his 
reply , lucidly and quickly . When 
he is done he has made himself 
understood. In conv ersation his 
hands 
go 
through 
rhy thmic 
mov ements, and for emphasis he 
is apt to pound the arms of his 
chair. 
Oh, y es, and he doesn't like to
